A  HOUSE  RESOLUTION  AMENDING  THE  RULES  OF  THE  1979  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Section  1.  Rule  32.1  of  the  Rules  of  the  1979  House  of  Representatives  is  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  the  rule  the  following  sentence:

ADDENDUM

two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.

(1)  When  a  member  moves  that  the  Rule  be  suspended,  and  this  motion  carries  by  at  least  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

(2)  When  the  Chair  determines  that  there  is  no  objection  from  any  member  present.  This 
constitutes  unanimous  consent  of  those  members  present  that  Rule  41(b)  be 
suspended.
